They apprecit- 
ed the invitation, the opportunities af- 
forded by this new couniry and the 
fair treatmeni they had received since 
coming. They had come te build up not 
to pull down. To go forward not id 
go back. There were abuses in the 
land they left which they honed would 
be avoided here. The capitalist was 
in the saddle throughout the United 
Sitates. This was not true to thesamn 
extent in Canada, and it was the haps 
of the United States settlers that ii 
would. not become true. There was a 
lack of knowledge as to maiters Cana- 
dian in the United States and conse- 
quently many mistaken ideas. Many 
eetilers from the United States were 
surprised to find that they had come 
to a country 2s free and in some re- 
spect: better governed than their own. 
They were anxious to learn more o/' the 
country, and were keeping a sharp 
look out on the administration of the 
law and of government. They wanted 
to see if the big ibie.; gol the same pun- 
ishment as the little thief, and would 
make up their minds according to the 
results of their observations. 

P. Talbot, M. L. A., was nexi called 
on and gave 2 short, clear and well 
connected sketch o- ihe history of Can- 
adi irom its discovery to the present 
time, and drew atiention to the mer- 
it oo the administration of several de- 
partmenis 0° Uhe goverment under the 
present administration. 

F. Cliver, M. P., alluded to the “Am- 


erican invasion,” o° the Northwest. It 


was not a new thing for 
from the iirsi the history of 
English speaking Canada began 


gan with the coming o* settlers from 
the United States at the close of tha 
revolationary war. These men laid 
the foundations of the Canada of tc- 
day. He spoke of the division of poli- 
tical views in Canada between the lb- 
eral and conservative parties. There 
were not merely on poinis of present 
practice and policy but were tradillon- 
al as well, and came down, from the 
early days when representative gov- 
ernment and free insiiiutions were se- 
cured for Canada by the struggles and 
sacriiices Gi those who were known 
then as rebels, ibeir sons as reformers 
and the preseni generation as liberals, 
The liberal~onservative party ef to- 
day was in the same muy) the lineal 
descendant and living representaiive of 
the men who upheld glass privileges, 
a state church, and government by an 
oligarchy 00 years ago. Conditions had 
changed and no one now justified the 
conditions which prevalled then. But 
the two parties stil! stood, divided as 
bevore on the questions of monopoties 
and class privileges as they exist io 
day. A campaign was 20w in progress 
for ar increase in the tariff in favor 
of the manytacturers who of recent 
years were largely identified with 
monopolies and combines.

Britain Secures Delagoa Bay. 
Winnipeg Free Press. 

One of the most interesting rumors 
of the slack seagzon in London relates to 
Delagoa bay. It is asserted that the 
purchase of Portuguese possessions in 
East Africa will be announced, when 
parliament meeis, and that it will be 
foliowed by a German. acquisition of a 
portion of them in accordanve with a 
secret convention wilh Great Britalo. 
There is no direct confirmation of this 
story from an authentic source, but 
there is circumstantial evidence that 
leads close observers to credit the rum- 
or. Lord Milner’s recent visit to Lo 
renzo Marqnez has never been satisfac- 
torily explained, nor have ihe proposed 
annexations of the Traasvaal territory 
to Natal any significance unless the in- 
tervening district adjacent to the Por 
tuguese frontier can also be adided. 
Shrewd men, not often deceivad on 
South Africas questions, are predici- 
ing a speedy purchase of tha Porius 
guese territory, the extension of Natal 
northward and material compensation 
fq Germany for the neutrality mnuin- 
tained dyring the Boer campaign. The 
war was rendered difficult at the out- 
set by the natural base of supplies 
which the Boers had secured through 
the complicity 0° the Portuguese offi- 
cials, and their preparations for the 
campaign were greatly facilitated by 
the Netherland railway leading to the 
coast, It is assumed by well inform- 
ed men that Great Britain will pur- 
chase the Portuguese territory in order 
to have a safeguard aguinst secret pur- 
chases of arms by disaffected Dutch.

Of course, such a 
man. has to be paid: something for his 
work and the patrons would be  ex- 
pected to pay him, perhaps on the bas- 
is of 1 cert per Ib. of butter mada 
from their cream, or such amount as 
they determine. 

“The department would then furnish 
shipping cans so far as the avail- 
able supply goes. 

“The department is prepared to re- 
ceive cream at any poini on the line 
during the entire year. The patrons of 
the government creameries received for 
the winter season Nov. 1, 1901, to April 
30, 1902, at Calgary 20.56 cents net per 
lb. of butter.

Iw fact, those who have explored ihe 
country best are not yet able to tell 
us the limits of its productive powers, 
since these are far from being fully 
ascertained. {i is now being ascertain- 
ed, that hundreds of miles iurther oa 
than it was though? possible to grow 
any kind of crops, good wheat and bar- 
Jey and oats can b2 grown with a 
marked degree of success. Especially is 
this true Of those portions’ of the coun- 
try that lie far toward the mountains 
Northwest from Edimonion. 

“One does not require to travel 
through the Terriiories to be convinced 
that there is yet very much land to be 
nocupied. He will rotice this even in 
the province of Manitoba. During our 
recent visit to Winnipeg industrial 
exhibition we noticed that a few miles 
from Neche at the boundary, the cul- 
tivation 9° the land practically ceases, 
u tii Winnipeg is reached. We refer to 
land along the line 9° that portion o. 
the Canadian Pacific which passes 
through this territory, ia which there 
would seeem to bs room for thousands 
of homes. it is doubiless irue, as has 
been said, that the land in the region 
re‘erred, to is pol in every was{as desir- 
able as in cther lozalities which have 
been. settied. Much of it lies so level 
that iis productive power will not be 
brought io its full capacity until 1t is 
drained, and this deybiless is one rea- 
sor why the couniry has not been set- 
tled. We believe, however, that much 
of this land is good. It is probably 
stifter and consequently a littie harder 
to work than other areas, but it will 
doubtless be found thai its productive 
power is greater relatively. ect: 
\ It is a fact thit a great deal morse 
than one-half o¢ the land in Manitoba 
has never yet been iouched wiih the 
plow. ii this be tru2 9° the provinces 
iirst to be seitled, what can be said o° 
Assiniboia, Alberta, and other immense 
provinces, lying to tho Northwest. I[t 
would not be incorrect .o say that in 
this country is an empire awalting set- 
tlement, and since judging by the pres- 
ent indications it is going to be largely 
setiled by persous comiug from ihe 
United States, it would seem to be a 
matter of suprem2 importance to 
both countries that the trade relations 
should be so adjusted that barter could 
be carried On more easily than at ihe 
present. However, these ure questions 
that will in due time receive the atten- 
tion that their importance deserves,

Surveying Coal Lands. 
Calgary Herald; William Pearce has 
Nest 
Pass region, where he is in charge o° 
the survey now going on to select and 
determine on belialf of the Dominion 
government 50,000 acres of coal land. 

It will be remembered that the 
British Columbia Southera ratlway 
for its charter in that region had a 
land grant of 30,000 acres a mile from 
the British Columbia government, to 
be taken from the summit o° the 
Rockies to Kootenay lake, and _ this 
land grant embraced all the coal and 
timber lands in that vicinity, the coal | 
land covering about 150,000 acres. The | 
Cc. P. R. got contro! cf this railway and 
i2 1897, appeared before parliament for 
power to build the Crow’s Nest, Pass 
railway, It was granted, with a enb 
sidy in cash of $11,000 a mile from 
Lethbridge to Kootenay, on~ con- 
dition that the C. P. R. would convey to 
the Dominion government 50,000 acras 
of coal lands to be selected by the 
director of the geological survey, from 
the British Columbia grant, a fair 
average being taken over the whole 
150,000 acres, In 1900 a survey party 
was sent out to determine the whole 
area of this 150,000 acrees of coal lards, 
and. to fix its boundaries. In 1901 an 
other party o* surveyors were sent 
out by the government to obtain the 
necessary information in what par- 
ticular parts over this area, the selec- 
tion of 50,000 acres should be made, 
The government made its selection and 
this year ihe surveying pariy is do- 
fining the actual boundaries of the 
50,000 acres to be taken over, and Mr. 
Pearce is in charge of the survey.

Dangers of Smokeless Powder. 

The Winnipeg Telegram, speaking of 
the dangers connected with smokeless 
powder says;. CL 

“The rapidly increasing ussof smoke- 
less powder during the past three 
years has been the cause of much 
trouble, vexation of spirit, and consid- 
erable financial loss in the gun trade, 
as well as nymerous accidents, more 
or less serious, among the would-be 
nimrads. This trouble is not confined 
fo any one section of Canada, bui is 
common to all points where men with 
cheap guos go a-hunting. 


“Probably 85 per cent of the guns in 
general use in Canada are the make 
known as Belgian; and up to the in- 
troduction of smokeless powder gave 
very good satisfaction, more particul- 
arly to those who, having only brief 
period to indulge their sporting pro- 
clivities, were not anxious io lock up 
larger sums of money ina fowling 
piece that would, perhaps, not see the 
light of day twenty times in a year. 

“The Belgian guns are subjected to 
rigid government inspecilgn before be- 
ing shipped, but the tests are all made 
with black powder. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that when these guns 
are used with smokeless cartridges 
there is trouble. 

The effect of tho smokeless cart- 
ridges on the Belgian guns is very 
curious. In some instances it renders 
them loose And shaky in every part; 
a few burst outright, and the barrels 
are rigped up for more than half their 
length; but by far the larger number 
show a ‘break er crack right through 
the breach action, the metal having 
very much the appearance of an elm 
stick broken across the knee, being 
slightly splintered from both sides.”
